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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's newly added term of "vertical" to claims has not been considered yet. However, a quick perusal of 
applicant's P. 0014 in their Pat. App. Pub. reveals that a "vertical handover" allows a device to swicth from one type of network to another. 
This is exactly what Souissi is disclosing in P. 0001 of an inter-system handover, although Souissi doesn't user the word "vertical." Souissi 
does disclose in P.001 1that the inter-system handoff facilitates roaming between a WAN, LAN, or PAN and in P.0040 between W-LAN and 
W-PANs - all different netwroks requiring inter-system hand. Applicant argues that Souissi's mobile device itself scans for an available. 
Examiner disagrees, see P.0076 where Souissi discloses that the roaming table can be stored on the network, i.e., the NSS. . 
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
